For 50 years Maxwell has been instrumental in building pro- 

fessional military education, and the contributions to airpower or 
have been enormous. The Air Corps Tactical School began ww 
the tradition in 1931 when it relocated to Maxwell from 
‘Langley Field, Virginia. Interestingly, ACTS students poured 
lover the ideas of Douhet and Billy Mitchell just as we did 
recently. 
_ A backward glance at some of the graduates and faculty of 
the early ACTS classes should give the class of ‘82 a good 
deal of hope for the future. The alumni rolls read like a Who’s 
Who in Air Force history: George C. Kenney, ‘‘Possum’’ 
Hansell, Kenneth Walker, Ira Eaker, ‘‘Tooey” Spaatz, Claire 
‘Chennault, Curtis LeMay, Muir S. Fairchild and Hoyt S. 
Vandenberg. 














The demands of World War Il forced the 
closure of the Air Corps Tactical School (ACTS) 
in 1941. However, its value was clear to many of 
the farsighted planners of the infant U.S. Air 
Force. One, Lt. Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, then 
Assistant Chief of Air Staff (Operations and 
Training), sought to restore the opportunity for 
professional military education to the Army Air 
Force (AAF). In November 1945 he sent a pro- 
posal to a fellow ACTS graduate, Maj. Gen. C. C. 
Chauncey, Deputy Commanding General, AAF. 
Vandenberg suggested that the former Air 
Corps Tactical School be reinstituted as the Ar- 
my Air Force School and that it be composed of 
what are now Air War College, Air Command 
and Staff College, and Squadron Officer School. 

Approval of the proposal took but a week. 
There was a name change (to Air University) by 
the time the first Air War College and Air Com- 
mand and Staff School classes began on 3 
September 1946. During dedication ceremonies, 
the first AU commander, Maj. Gen. Muir S. Fair- 
child, told of Air University’s direct descendency 
from ACTS and its legacy of tactics and tech- 
niques, doctrine and concepts. That intellectual, 
professional, and educational legacy continues 
in Air University today, building aerospace 
power for tomorrow ... through the strength 
that knowledge brings.
